the front elevation of the proposed 
new hospital in that city. 
Mr. A- 


S. White a former Newark boy. now 
a wealthy capitalist, says he will "buy 
the city water tsrork system and out 
of te profits erect a $75,000 hospital 
there and presenflt to the city. The 
matter is now under consideration. 


The building as planned is 200 feet 


long, with a central part 40 feet deep 
and three stories in height and two 
wings. CO feet ueep and two stories 
in height respectively. 
The con- 


struction is—of re-enforced concrete 
and the exterior finish in plastic ce- 
ment, stone and terra cotta. 
The 


style of architecture is the severe 
type of the Italian Kennaisance In 
the Doric order, and the color scheme 
practically white. 


The main entrance to the building 


is through a central arch doorwai 
ornamental v.-ith a portico, the bal- 
ance of the exterior wail treatment 
is an intercolumniation of pilasters 
on each story with windows and pan- 
els between. 
On each end are two- 


stor> porches enclosed in glass. 
The first story plan" contains 
a 


male and female vard. with a quiet 
room, toliet, bath and^sink room to 
each 
The balance of'the first floor 


may be propeily termed the adminis- 
tration portion and provides for a 


large entrance or foyer ball, recept- 
:on room, office, stairway and. eleva- 
tor, a medicine roora, dispensary, and 
a die kitchen and sewing room, to- 
gether with the nurses dining roorn- 
At the rear of the central corridor is 
the ambulance entrance well separa'- 
ed from the parts of the building in 
which the patients are housed- 


On the second floor the central of 


administration building is taken' up 
vmh a stairway and elevator, diet 
Litchen, and serving room, and a TSed 
rocm for the '"interne" or resideut 
doctor, vi ith a bath as well and, in this 
part of the building -'s also a private 
suite of rooms and 
bath for jpay 


patients. 


The left of south wing of this floor 


is devoted to the maternity and chil- 
dren's ward with its necessary quiet 
room, toilet, etc.,, and the rirht or 
north "wing provides for six private 
rooms, accessory toilets, baths and 
linen rooms. 


On the second floor the central or 


the operating room with ample light 
to* the north, the sterlizing and ether- 
izing rooms adjoining together with 
the laboratory and doctor's room close 
by occupy this entire floor. 


In the basement there is 
ample 


room for Ivitchen, laundry, heating 
apparatus, and cpaL together with 
the autopsy room and quarters for 
help.

Woman'* Attorney Makes Strenuous 


Effort to Prevent Reading Before 
Court of Inquiry Probing Death of 
Marine Corps Lieutenant and Mem- 
bers Decide to Hear Them 'n Pri- 
vate—Reputation of Many Officers 
at Stake In Matter. 


Annapolis. Md., Aug. 7.—XVhen Mrs. 


James X. Suiton. mother of Lieuten- 
ant Suiton. whose death is being in- 
vestigated here, was recalled to the 
.witness stand, attorneys on both 
sides ef the case became involved in 
a controversy which ended in a con- 
"erence rf the members of the board 
of inquiry behind closed doors and 
resulted in an abrupt endiug of the 
proceedings. 


Several witnesses had been dis- 


posed of when Judge Advocate Leon- 
ard called Mrs. Suttou to the stand. 
Jefore proceeding with her examina- 
ion Major "Leonard offered for iden- 
.ification anfl. to be read in evidence 
several letters which he said Mrs. 
Sutton had written containing seri- 
ous and delicate charges against the 
voung officers of the marine ccrps 
who appeared as -defendants. 


"The United States has been put to 


a large expense in bringing witnesses 
here from all parts of the world." 
said Major Leonard, "and it becomes 
my painful duty to offer those letters 
n evidence in order to enlighten this 
court as fully as possible on all mat- 
ters pertaining to this inquiry." 


Henry E. Davis, cpunsel for Mrs. 


Suiton. made strenuous objection on 
the ground that Mrs. Sutton was not 
present to make an accusation, and 
hat the letters in question were ir- 
relevant-to the inquiry and of a.per- 
sonal and Incompetent nature as (svi- 
dence. "It is not conceivable that 
the judge advocate should attempt to 
force Mrs. Sutton into such a posi- 
tion before this board of inquiry," 
said Mr. Davis. • 


Attorney Davis Explains. 


"These letters are not offered to 


assist this court in finding out how 
Lieutenant 
Sutton met his death. 


They have nothing to do with the 
precept. That these letters, contain- 
ing, 
perhaps, the extravagant state- 


ments of a mother with a stricken 
aeart over the death of her son, 
should be read before a curious 
world. Is indeed uniaue and cruel." " 


Mrs. Sutton broke down and burie^f; 


her face in her" handkerchief during' 
Mr. Davis' remarks. 


Major Leonard declared that Mr. 


Davis had misconstrued the judge ad- 
vocate's position in the matter and 
asked that the lawyer's remarks im- 
plying bad faith on his part be 
stricken from the record. 


"I would have Mr. Davis lemem- 


ber," he said, "that the hallowed 
grave of a dead son is no more sa- 
cred than the reputation of a living 
officer, and there are many such rep- 
utations at stake here." 


The judge advocate said the court 


had the right to inquire upon what 
grounds Mrs. Sutton had made the 
statements in the letters. 


Mr. Birney, counsel for Lieutenant 


Adams, protested that Mrs. Sntton 
had consistently tried to avoid her 
true position in tfce proceedings, and 
urged that the letters be read in evi- 
dence. 


Commander Hood announced that 


the letters would be read in closed 
court today to the interested parlies 
and their counsel. 


Following tLe completion of Lieu- 


tenant 
Utley's 
cross-examination. 


Surgeon T. E. Cook, who recently re- 
turned with Lieutenant TJtley on the 
L'nited States steamer North Caro- 
lina, was a witness. He testified that 
he had performed the autopsy on 
Sutton's body, and declared from the 
nature of the bullet wound in the lieu- 
tenant's head it would have been dif- 
ficult forhim to shoot himself holding 
the revolt* r in the ordinary manner. 
He added, however, that it was his 
belief Sutton committed suicide.
